My opinion is that this 


flower became an emblem of the Easter 
season in the pagan days because it was 
supposed to have sprung a spotless white 
flower from the milk of Hera, the moon 
goddess, whos9 wedding to Zeus occurred 
annually at this season. The custom of 
giving presents of colored eggs is jet 
more ancient, I believe. The Persians 
observed it and it was regarded by them 
as symbolic oE the vivifying influence of 
the spring sun.

The only weak point in the British 


campaign is Mafeking. Veterans here 
are anxious about the fate of the garri- 
son and are unable to perceive how 
Gen. Carrington can relieve it without 
a march of 500 miles, which will take 
up many weeks. The closest observers 
are not convinced that this attempt 
will be made, but are disposed to be- 
lieve that his force will be employed 
exclusively on the northern 
frontier.
